International,  a  non-partisan,  non-profit  organization  dedicated  t 
preserving  human  rights  around  the  world.  After  falling  dormar 
for  the  Spring  2007  semester,  Amnesty  International  at  Lycomin 
became  decidedly  active  from  the  very  beginning  of  the  Fall  200 
semester  by  co-hosting  human  rights  activist  and  environmentalij 
David  Radcliflf.  Radcliff,  the  CEO  of  the  New  Community  Projec 
had  spoken  at  Lycoming  twice  before,  and  Amnesty  was  proud  t 
have  him  back  to  make  his  presentation  "The  Heat  is  On!  What  d 
Global  Warming  and  Darfur  Have  in  Common?"  CaraSol  Cochra 
planned  to  visit  Peru  with  her  family  in  the  fall,  and  suggested  th 
club  collect  funds  to  help  the  Peruvian  earthquake  victims.  Goin 
door-to-door  around  campus,  members  raised  $20 S,  which  wa 
converted  to  over  600  Peruvian  soles  which  Cochran  was  able  t 
deliver  personally  to  the  victims.

'ith  the  help  of  David  Radcliff,  the  club  collected  money  for  Project  Nimule  dur- 
;  the  holiday  season.  Nimule  is  a  small  village  in  southern  Sudan  which  Radcliff 
its  annually.  The  club  raised  $170  and  Radcliff  delivered  the  funds  personally  on 
January  trip  there.  Members  also  collected  over  250  signatures  for  a  petition  urg- 
;  President  Bush  and  U.N.  Secretary  General  Ban-ki  Moon  to  send  more  troops  into 
ian  to  stop  the  genocide  being  committed  there.  The  club  also  had  a  letter-writing 
•ty,  while  there,  members  contacted  world  leaders  in  response  to  a  variety  of  so- 
l  injustices,  such  as  sex  trafficking,  unlawful  imprisonment  of  peaceffil  protestors, 
i  child  labor.  In  order  to  find  out  what  human  rights  issues  members  of  the  cam- 
pus community  were  interested  in,  McGair 
Valois  created  a  campus  wide  survey,  and 
found  that  students  to  be  most  interested 
in  women's  rights,  children's  rights,  and  lo- 
cal issues.  Based  on  that,  Joelle  Jameson,  di- 
rector of  the  chapter's  on  campus  film  fes- 
tival, chose  films  to  show  on  campus  that 
incorporated  those  issues.  Students,  faculty, 
and  members  of  the  community  attended 
the  films  "Arms  for  the  Poor,"  "A  Duty  to 
Protect,"  'The  Torture  Question,"  'The  Day 
My  God  Died,"  "Behind  the  Labels,"  and 
"Bom  into  Brothels."  Each  evening,  club 
members  provided  information  about  the 
films  and  ways  to  take  action.  The  club 
also  circulated  petitions  at  the  film  festival 
to  shut  down  Guantanamo  Bay  and  advo- 
cate the  rights  of  child  soldiers.  Amnesty 
also  participated  in  the  Homecoming  Hall 
Crawl  in  October,  2007,  where  their  slow- 
brewed  hot  cider  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
most  popular  products  sold.
